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Community Association? 


On 4th July some 40 residents of Bar Hill gathered to hear and debate the report 
of a Working Party (Messrs. Dale, McIlhagga, Norton, Oakley-Smith and Wills) which had 
been set up by a public meeting in February to consider the possibility of setting up 
a Community Asscciation. It was stated that the bodies represented on the Working 
Party, the Parish Council, the Church, the Schori, sie IZA and the Residents Association 
Commaittce were a}l in favour of some fi eu of Assvciaticn wnich wovld co-ordinate the 
work of the diffcrent agencies in the Village, ensure the niost effective relationship 
between statutory and voiuntary bodies, ensure that certain areas of concern, such as 
Youth Work, had a point of reference and a relationship to the whole Village community, 
ai.d generally seek out and help people to meet the real needs that exist or are likely 
to exist in the foreseeable future, so providing the best environment possible for 
our lives. 

This last point was emphasised by Mr. Rodney Dale who proposed, on behalf of the 
Working Party, that a Survey should be undertaken to help us to predict trends in many 
aspects of village life, thus enabling us at this present time to do the most effectiv: 
kind of planning for the future. Mr. Dale wasc pressed to define more clearly what he 
meant, and in his answer referred to housing, education, industry, planning anc 
recreational facilities as examples of many more. The meeting voted in favour of ask- 
ing the existing Residents Association to undertake such a survey, and asked it to 
consult with experts in this field of work.. 

Mr. Wills presented three possible ways of setting up a Community "Body" in 
Bar Hill. First, the Residents association could be asked to "expand" itself into a 
Community Association, and take to itself an even wider brief than it has at present. 
Second, the Parish Council could be asked to widen its brief and provide the Village 
with a body which concerns itself with far more than that which, by law, it must. 
Third, a new body, be it Council or Association, might be formed. Mr. Wills outlines 
the "pros" and 'tons" of each possibility. 

After much discussion, at times complex and even confusing, a resolution that the 
Residents Association be asked to "expand'' itself in the way suggested was put to the 
meeting and defeated by tne narrow majority of two votes. However a later motion, 
put by The Revd. D. McIlhagga, and seconded by Mr. Ilett, "that the meeting expresses 
its desire that a Community Association be formed in the Village", was passed by a 
large majority. 

Throughout an extremely lively debate a number of individuals constantly (and 
rightly) questioned and probed all that was being proposed in tiie name of the Working 
Party. The meeting had had to be postponed for almost two months due to illness - 
and perhaps it was appropriate that it was eventually held on 4th July - Independence 
Day! But it was not independence, but Inter-dependence that won the day. We have 
many individualists in Bar Hill, and we have many groups that are (again rightly) 
jealous of the authority they exercise within their own proper sphere. To facilitate 
the best spirit of friendliness, co-op “stion and neighbourliness, in short to make 
the village of Bar Hill an even better place in which to live, we all need to learn 
that we need each other - let's hope a "Community Association", if and when it comes 


into being, will be the best means of achieving these ends. A Correspondent

Following on the recent meeting with the Developers, we have asked for these 
points to be clarified concerning the New Village Plan, and we give their replies: 


Nursery School The sites are yet to be agreed with the County Education Authority, 
but they will be positioned to the south and west of the development adjacent to the 
spine path. ‘They will be available as soon as the residential development reaches 
the agreed site positions. 


Villoce Hx’1l At present, the site envisaged will be close to the Clinic and Church. 
The size of the site and availability will, of course, depend on the overall scheme 
for the balance of the commercial area. 


Caravan Park (for the use of residents who need a parking place for their own 
caravans). This has not been pruvided for, but can be, and will be discussed with 
the County Planning authority. 


The Mall The unfinished south end has now been planned and at the present time is 
being considered by Bar Hill Developments Ltd. 


TV Masts/aerials Following the meeting with residents, Mr. Nunn hes discussec 
personally with Mr. Mellor, the Cambridgeshire Planning Officer, alterations for 

the mast positions.and aerials, and informs us that no lattice-type masts, together 
with compounds etc., will be erected. Instead, the acrials which were to be positions 
on these nasts will now be attached to the gable ends of 4 or 5 houses throughout the 
development. Furthermore, no existing residents will be affected by having these 
aerials attached to their properties. We have asked for more details of these 
aerials, so that residents can inspect them more thoroughly.
